further held that any combination with Dettelbach, the secondary reference to paeafi the 



requirements of claim 24 could only arise from improper hindsight reconstruction. 

Independent claims 26 and 29 include similar limitations regarding receiving and 
storing first and second records , that are recited in claim 24. (See BPAI decision 
3/14/06, page 6) As such, the closest prior art of record, Bohannon, fails to also 
disclose receiving and storing first and second records in the manner described in the 
rejection for claims 26 and 29.
